Capacity, though fuperior to every Individual, by virtue of 
that Authority, which is repofed in Him by the whole Bo- 
dv, for their common Protection. 

z. That all ab/olute Governments are tyrannical Ufurpae 
tions on the natural Rights of Mankind; and, if We trace 
their Original, We fhall find Them eftablifhed in Force, 
or Fraud, 

3. That although our Government ia commonly called 
2 Monarchy, becaufe We have a King at the Head of it, 
yet it partakes very much of democratical Principles, and 
is therefore more properly ftyled a limited, mixt Monarchy; 
or, if I may fo fpeak, a fort of regal Commonwealth. 

4. That as the Effence of our Conftitution conffts in keep-

nay it has often happened that the Miunifters with all their 
Influence have not been able to gain one Voice in that 
Affembly, when the Thing in Queftion has had the leaft 
Tendency towards Opprefion, of which we have given In- 
fances in fome of our late Difcourfes.

Point has never been given up by the Parliament, nor have 
they fo much as temperized for the poor and falfe Pretence 
oF yreferving the public’ Tranquillity, the Thing remains 
in this Situation to this Gay; fo that the Frexch who look 
upon themfelves 2s under an Arbitrary Government, com- 
fort themfelves with this Reflection, that while their Par- 
laments preferves their Integrity, they have a Chance ot 
recovering their Liberties one time or other.

Their High Mightineffes, the States General are not 
2 little embarraffed at the Anfwer, which, it is faid, 
the King of Great Britain lately gave to Mr. Chavigny’s 
Declaration, whereby it pretty plainly appears, that his Ma- 
jefty will not come into the Treaty of Neutrality, which

SPAIN and PoRTUGAL.

of Caftro and Renciglione) if he will remonftrate to the King, 
that it is a cafe of Confcience, and that, in the prefent 
Junéture of Affairs, it is his Duty, as a Chriftian, to keep 
Poflefion of the Crown; enforcing this Argument, at the 


fame time, by his paternal Authority, in fuch a Manner, 


a may make his Catholick Majefty defift, at leat for fome 
Time, from a Refolution, which would neceffarily break 


all the Meafures fhe has been fo long purfuing.

In our BEE, Numb. XVI and XVII, we gave Extracts 
of the firft Volume of this Work, which treats of the Egyf- 
tans and Carthaginians. We come now to the fecond Vo- 
lume, or Boox III, which gives us a compendious Hiltory 
of the Afrians, Aedes and Lydians. 

Our Author fuppofs Nimred or Belus, who flourifhed a- 
bout 4. 17, 1800, to have been the Founder, not only of the 
City of Babyloz, but of the Arian Empire, which with Cte- 
fias, he believes to have lafted 1300 Years. This premifed, 
we fhal] next purfue our Author, in giving a fuccinét Ac- 
count of the moft noted Princes, who were Rulers of this 
Empire. 

The Founder of this vaft Empire, Nisrcd or Belus, a fa- 
mous Hunter, by which manly Exercue he inured himfelf, 
and his Foflowers, to Toils and Hardthips, was a bold afpir- 
ing Man, who having brought thofe about him into a State 
of Dependancy, firft formed the Defign of conquering and 
ruling over his Neighbours. He built the City of Babylon, 
and conquered Affur or Afyria, which our Author fuppofes to 
have been a Province, and in it built a City, which from 
Nias, his Son and Succeflor, he called Niniveh. 

treading in his Father’s Footttep:, fubdued, with 
the Affiftance of the Arabians, a vatt Tract of Land, reach- 
ing from Egypt as far as India; and this probably gave Oc- 

Cafion to fome Hiftorians to think him the F ounder of the 
Aljrian,Empire. At his Return from this Expedition he 


beautified the City from him called Ninruch, fituate on the . 


Tigris, and enlarged it to fo prodigious a Decree,that it is faid 


to have been 150 Sadia (or Furlongs) in Length, 9° 12. 


Breadth, and 480 in Circumference. This done, he under- 
tonk his fecond Expedition againft the /ndians and Baéirian, 
and took Baéria, the Capital of the Latter. Here it was he 


Married his Queen, Semiramis, fo famous in Hiftory ; by. 
| whom 
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whom he had a Son, called Nizyas. He died foon after his 
Return from this fecond Expedition, leaving his Queen in 
the Adminiftration of the Empire. 

Semiramis, tho’ not the Founder of Babylon as fome have 
fuppofed, made vaft Additions to its Magnificence : And in 
this Place our Author takes Occafion to give his Readers a 
Defcription of ancient Lahylox, tho’ fome ‘of the {tune sndious 
Works he mentions were made in fucceeding Reiens, A 
fuccinét Account of them may probably not be unacceptable to 
our Readers. “The moft remarkable of thefe Works were 
the Walls; (which were placed at the Head of the fever. 
Wonders of the World) the Bridze over a Branch of the Eu- 
phrates, which ran through the City; two Pallaces at the 
two Ends of this Bridge, “with the famous Horti penfiles, or 
havgng Gardens, belonging to one of them; the famous 
Lake near the City, which had a Communication with the 
Euphrates, by Means of a Canal; two other Canals which 
prnes the Euphrates and the Tigrts; and laftly, the Temple 
or Afaufolenm of Belus. 

The Walls of Babylon, according to our Author, were 
fifty Cubits thick, two hundred Cubits high, and formed a 
large Square, each Side of which being one hundred and 
twenty Furlongs in Length, had five and twenty Brazen 
Gates, that led to fo many Streets. The Bridge was a 
Furlong in Length, and thirty Foot in Breadth. The two 
Pallaces at the tivo Ends of the Bridce had a Communi- 
cation with each other, by a fubterraneous Paff. are under the 
River. That on the wer was fixtv Furlongs in Circum- 
ference, and had a triple Wall. The Hort: penfi les, or bang- 
we Gardens, formed a Square, which rofe oradually, not 
unlike an Amphitheatre, by Terrafles refting upon Vaults, 
ene above the other. The Lake was, accor ding to Herodo- 
tus, four hundred and twenty Furlones Square, and the 
Channels, which joined the — Rivers, navigable. The 
Temple, or Maufoleum of f Bel ox Baal, had a large 
iquare Tower, or rather Py wine Fy in its Center, a Fur- 
long high, and each Side of its Bafe the fame. The Af- 
cent was either by large winding Stair-cafes on the Outfide, 
or by Means of a Machine on the Infide, by which Peo- 
ple were up to the Top, where there was a little Tem- 
pie, which ferved likewife for an Aronomical Ob/fervatory. 

Bras ‘ramis left many other Marks of her Magnificence 
throughout the whole Empire, as Pallaces, Aquaduéts, High- 
ways, We, and yet thefe Things did not take up her whole 
T houghts

Thoughts and Time. Not contented with the Conquetts 
made by Ninus, which he left her in Poffeffion of, fhe fub- 
dued Ethropia, and made an Expedition into /nd/a, which, 
tho’ at firft it proved fuccefsful, was in the End fo much to 
her Difadvantage, that fhe was obliged to retire with the 
Lofs of two Thirds of her Army, confifting, according to 
Ctefias, of 300,000 Foot, and 50,000 Horfe, belides a great 
Number of Camels and armed Chariots.. At her Return fhe 
refigned her Empire to her Son Ninyas. | 

This Prince degencrated fo much from the Glory of his 
Anceitors, that he gave himfelf wholly up to Luxury and 
Fafe, and hardly ever .ftirred out of his Pallace. “Yo keep 
his subjects from Revolting, or haying ‘Time to form Coa- 
{piracies again{t him, he kept a good Number of ‘Troops in 
Pay brought from d:fferent Provinces, which he renewed 
yearly ; a Policy practifed afterwards by his Succefflors, of 
whom, howeyer, we have no very fatisfactory Account 
‘all. 

SARDANAPULUS, who, for Luxury, Sloth, and Effe- 
minacy, out-did all his Predeceffors. He abandoned himfelf 
to the moft fhameful Pleafures, and was continually fhut 
up in the Retirements of his Pallace amidft his Concubines, 
which made his Generals contemn and difpife him.  Ar- 
baces, Governor of Adedia ; Belefis, Governor of Babylon; 
and Tiglathphalajar, or Ninus junior, Governor of Ninruch, 
refolving to dethrone him, revolted, and, having defcated 
him in Battle, oblived him to fly for Shelter into Niniveb, 
Where, finding himiclf deftitute of .all Relief, he caufed a 
huge Pile of Wood to be ereéted, and burned himfelf upon 


it, together with his Wives, Slaves and Trreafures. “Thus 


was the vaft Ajjrian Empire difunited, and divided into three 
Kingdoms, (viz.) Babylon, Niniveh, and Media. 

Of the Kings of Babylon before its Re-union to Niniveh, 
Belefis or Nabonafar, and his Son Merodach Baladan, are 
only known in Hiftory: Of the Kings of Nenrveh, after 


the Divifion of the Empire of Affria, our Author mentions 


Tiglathphalazar Salmanafar > Sennacherib > 4A, arhaddon; 


Sacfduchin or Nebuchadnezzar, Saracus, Nabopoiaffar, Ne- 


buchodoncfor, Evilmerodoch, Nerigliffor, Laborofear ched and 
Nahoni des Or Belfhazzar, who was the laft King of Babylon, 
that City being taken, and its Empire incorporated with that 
of the Afedes and Perfians. 

Our Author, after having given a fhort Account of the 


Reigns and Aétions of thefe feyeral Kings of Bad; /on, proceeds 
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to the Hiftory of the Kingdom of the Wedes, which, as he ob. 


ferves, from Herodotus was not immediately. formed into a 
Monarchv, after they had fhaken off the Afirian Yoke. On 
the contrary, thefe People, being rude and uncivilized, 
lived fome time without any Form of Government, ’til! 
Violence and Confufion at laft prevaled to fuch a Degree, 
that they were obliged to choofe a King, and their Choice > 
fell on Deyjotces, who, by fecret Practices, had been long 
afpiring to the Sovereignty. After having fecured the Vene- 
ration of the People, by taking upon him all the exterior 
Marks of Grandeur, this Prince compofed a Body of 
Laws, and then fhut himfelf up from the Eyes of his © ub- 
jects, and f:ffered none to have accefs to him, but bv Me- — 
morials, or through the Meditation of certain Favourites, 
who were admitted to his Prefence ; a Cuftom firit intro- 
duced by this Prince, but afterwards imitated by feveral 
other Ha/ffern Kings, De/rices, having fpent the greacer 
Part of his Time in modelling his new Goyernment, never 
endeavoured to extend his Dominions. 

PHRAORTUS, his Son and Succeffor, was a warlike 
Prince: He fubdued the Perfans, and brought almoit all 
Uprer Afia under his Yoke: But, making afterwards War 
upon the 47iriaus, he was defeated by Nebuchadsnefor, taken 
Prifoner, and put to Death. | | 
Cyaxares, his Son, a courazious Prince revenged his 
Father’s Death, recovered his Kingdom, defeated the 4/)- 
rians, and betiered Ninivehb, but was obliged to raife the 
siege, and march againftan Army of Scythians, who had in 
the mean ime invaded his Kingdom, The Scj*h:ars 
having in their Turn, vanguifhed Cyaxares, over-ran almoft 
all Ata, and ruled the Upper Part of it for 28 Years. ‘The 
Medes, at lait, refolving to hazard a bold Stroke to re- 
cover their Lrherty, invited all the Chiefs of the Scythians to be 
their Guefts, and made fo terrible a Slaughter of them, that 
thofe who efcaped fled for Refuge to Ahattes, King of Lydia. 
This occafione! a long War between Cyaxares and Ayattes, 
"cll at laft coming toa Battle, they were parted by that fas 
mous Eelisfe, which was foretold by Thales. Both Sides 
regarded it as a Token of the Difpleafure of the God, 
and thereupon confented to a Peace. Cyaxares, being now © 
freed from the Scythian Bondage, thought again of turning 
his Arms againft Affria, befiezed Niniveh a fecond Time 
with the Affiftance of Nabopola/Jar, who had rebel'ed againit 
his Prince, Saracus, and having taken it, razed it to ony 
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very Ground, . killed King Saracus, and got Pofleffion of 
all Afjria, excepting and Chaldea, which Nabopo- 
lafar referved for his Share.

His Son Afyages, known in ‘Scripture by the Name of 
Afuerus, facceeded him: But, tho’ his Reign was very long, 
there is little memorable recorded of him. His Son Cyaxares 
II fucceeded him, and after his Death the Empires of the 
Medes and Perfians were united in the Perfon of -Cyr#s, ‘the 
Son of Carmbyfes, King of Perfia, by the Daughter of Cy- 
axares I. | 
Our Author, before he goes on to,the Life of Cyrus, thinks 
it proper to give fome Account of the Kingdom of -Lydiay 
as Cre/us, King of that Country had fo great a Part in the 
Tranfactions of thofe Tiines. He mentions the {feveral 
Changes that Kingdom had been liable to, and the feveral 
Families who had ruled over it, till the G@o.ernment came 
to Crefus, who.was fo famous for his Riches, that his 
Name became a Proverb, 4s rich as Craefus, which is ufed 
at this Day. 
Creefus extended his Conquefts. all over 4ia Minor, and 
his Court of Sardis was the Refort of moft of the great and 
wife Men of his Time. Thither So/om repaired, after hav- 
ing finifhed his Body of Athenian Laws, and there it -was he 
held that famous Difcourfe with Cra/us, upon the Flapp:- 
nef of this Life, which he concluded with averring, that Hu- 
mane Life, being liable to fo many. Changes, no Man. could 
be accounted truly happy while alive ; which fervedas an 
Apology for his not naming Crefus among. the happy Perfans 
he had known. This Prince foon after found the Reafona- 
blenefs of Salon’s Affertion, in the Calamities of his own
